Deputy County Jailer TTarry Ru- 
dolph will leave tomorrow feu- New 
York to appear aa a witucis against 
Paul Herl)ert .Schmidt, the young Oar 
man arrested here for murder com- 
mitted near Sherman, Conn., several 
months ago. A telegram was receiv- 
ed at police headquarters this room- 
ing from netei live McCabe, of the 
PInkerton forces, who is stationed 
at St. I.,oul8, saying he would come to 
Paducah tomorrow to meet Rudolph 
and accompany him to New York. 
McCabc is the detective who worked 
the ca.se up and secured the confes- 
sion of Schmidt. 

It will be remembered that 
Schmidt killed a farm hand named 
Taylor on ilie Criitenlon farm neai- 
Sherman, Conn., and escaped to New 
York and then came south to Padu- 
cah. He worked for the I. C. and 
lived at Officer Tom Murray's house. 
Later he stole Murray's star and pis- 
tol while the ofllcer was asleep and 
skipped out to Carbondale. III., but 
was arreated and returned. 

While waiting in Jail for trtol. he 
wrote home ui hi<! mother In New 
York and the I'inkerton men saw the 
letter and stisju'c; ing It coming from 
(be son, ordered Detective McCabe 
from St. Louis to Paducah to Inves- 
tigate, He br^ught a iilun nt-raph 
and the police here reco>_'iii/.i (i it as 
the mar. in jail. He was confronted 
and broke down, making a confea- 
alou.

The regular meetlag of the conn 
cilmanic board was held lasi nigiii, 
and the nrost Important matters de- 
cided were the reconstruction of 
Third street from Kentucky to 
Fqnrth and BroaJ, ihe first passage 
of an ordinance requiring connection 
with the sanitary sewerage by May 1, 
1908, and the rendering of an opin- 
ion by the city solicitor that the ten 
yeur jiliin of paying for stro<>t recon- 
struction cannot be adopted in Pa- 
ducah under present condilion.s. 

Councilman John Rehkopf was the 
only member of the board absent. 

Mayor YcLser reported that he had 
digued the ordinances pertaining to 
the back tax collector aad city elec- 
trician. 

Mayor Yeiser presented the formal 
rf.'^iKnni ion of City Physician Robert 
Rivers which was afccepted and the 
appointment ot Dr. Johnston Bass, 
temporarily, ratified. 

Summons In a suit brou?tht by 
lohn I'oriiM' ;i,i,':iiiir-.i llie cily for $11',- 
(100 damugi'S were filed, and referred 
to the city solicitor: also summons 
in a suit brought by Dr. Poster 
against tlie city for $6,000 damages 
for personal injuries. 

A petition from residents on Ten- 
nessee itreet from 12 th to 17th 
street, for a walk of some kind, was 
presented. Mayor Yelser stated that 
h« understood another pptiiion was 
being gotten up for another plt>nk 
walk near this sectlou, and his rec- 
ommendation to refer to the board 
of public works was ratified. 

The mayor staled that there was a 
debt of over $2,i)(iO on the new city 
Hospital, and suggested that, the old 
hospital be sold and the debts of the 
new hospital wiped out. His sugges- 
tion that tin. old ho-ipital iii' adver- 
tised for sale was amended and a mo- 
tion to refer to Mayor Yeiser was 
stdopted. 

The matter of renting a t^drtlon of 

tlie Potter farm, which was Ijoiight 
for new cemetery purposes, was re- 
ferred to the cemetery committee. A 
farmer wanted to build a barn in one 
corner of the farm.

A* this improvement 
will benefit the I. C. railroad and 
Paducah City Railway Co. the mat- 
ter was referred to the JoUtt street 
committee to see if they will stand 
part ot the expepse. 

Secretary Saunders Fowler, of the 
board of public works, reported that 
he hart been in correspondence with 
government officials relative to im- 
provement* to Livingston Point to 
protect the local harbor and stated 
the Inspectors could do nothing more 
than make an inspection this year. 
The report was received and filed. 

The finance committee's report, 
showing the expenditures in salaries, 
etc., was received and filed.

deferred in order to give the solicitor 
more time to look the matter up and 
see if the ten year plan could not 
be given the taxpayers. H« also sug- 
gested the pavements be reeonatmot- 
ed on oue side only — that side where 
the manufacturing concerns were lo- 
cated — they being In a better posi- 
tion to pay for improvemants — and 
there really being no neteaalty of im- 
proring more than one side of the 
street. 

The motion lo improve by concrete 
pavements was lost by a vote of eight 
to three, Couucllmen Barnett, DllK 
and Taylor voting yea. 

Members of the board of public 
worka staled that the council had 
better repeal the street imiirovement 
ordinance as It would be impossible 
to improve the street without pave- 
ments. , 

Councilman tiusou stated it the 
taxpayers were given the right to 
put In any kind of pavements they 
wanted to; to suit the size of their 
p<)( ketbixilis. ii.s tliey were iicrmilted 
to do down town, he thought the tax- 
payers would not object. 

Councilman Taylor stated that the

McKenna, the gist of which decision 
Is that the bonds a city would have to 
issue to Insure the payment within 
ten years of the debt owed by the 
property owners to the contractor, 
would be a debt within the moaning 
' ''i<> law and would have to be 
vdini by two-thirds of the voters. 

The bond of City Engineer L. A. 
Washington was accepted. 

On motion the board adjourned.

Mr. Vlckeroy's many friends will be 
pleased to hear of his success. He Is 
one of the most popular of Paducah's 
many popular onKlneers, and those 
who know him say that the canal 
corps baa a good man. 
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Secretary W. B. Oodfroy represent- 
ing the local T. M. C. A. and Miss 
Ora X. LeiRh of the woman's com- 
mittee, returned yesterday evening at 
6 o'clock from the s^ate Y. M. C. A.

There have been no other deaths 
at Scdalia, Oraves county, from the 
explosion of Ray Bros, flour mill Sat- 
urday,, l)ut the vi< tiiiis who were 
worst hurt are not yet o>it of danger. 
The funeral of George Lambert, the 
farmer killed, were burled at Leba- 
non. He leaves a wife and several 
children. 

Further details of the disa.ster are 
that Bud Ray, the engineer, was not 
in the engine room as he had start- 
ed the engine and had stepped up 
stairs Into the ofllce. Ml. Lambert, 
a farnier, had brought his wheat and 
was Just preparing lo leave for home. 
James Wyatt, a farmer, was outside 
arranging bis team to leave for home 
and the concussion was so great that 
he was hurled several yards over a 
fence and on to a pond of Up. He 
received slight injuries. Ono of his 
horses was struck by a flying frag- 
maat and killed. Lambert's body 
was found under the debris and every 
bone In his body hroken. It is 
thought that by the explosion he was 
thrown up against the celling and 
bla body fell to the ground floor, all 
the falling timbers and missiles fall- 
InK on h'.d), producing Instant death. 
All of the injured were in the ofltce 
except Miss Eflle Ray, who was. near 
the door leading from the ofllce to 
the mill room proper and she receiv- 
ed her Inirns by the .steam rushing 
through the door. Her limbs were 
painfully scalded. 

The mill was a few hundred yards 
oast of Sedalla and was a flour and 
grist mill, and a three-story struct- 
ure. The engine room was on the 
west Bide. The office was directly 
over the engine room. 

The boiler was torn into fragments 
which were hurled in all directions, 
a portion of it being found as far as 
100 yards away from the mill. 
There had been no fire In the furnace 
for several days until Saturday. 

The holler is said to be very old 
and had been In use for many years. 
The exact cause of the exploslou Is 
not known, but It is thought that ice 
had formed in the boiler and other 
pipes and In coining in ronta"t with 
the generatins stentn c■au^^'Ml the boll- 
et to give way. Then' n.r, ;t!K)ut 80 
pounds of steam registered when Mr. 
Ray left the engine room. Lambert, 
who was killed, was sitting in front 
of the furnace warming his feet when 
the explosion came. Zolan Ray. the 
ilreman, was near Lambert and both 
wore found close together after the 
accident, covered with water and 
timber. Bud Ray was standing near 
the door of the engine room and was 
struck in the back by the head end 
of the boiler that blew out and was 
hurled about 3u feet out Into the 
road. Ernest Ray and Miss Bflle Ray 
wen* at the telephone in the* ofBce 
when struck by stray missiles.
